Foreign Opinion of Aguinaldo 
at Manila. 


NO PLEDGE WAH HADE TO HIH. 


W a s h in g t o n , Sept. 28.—Official dis­ 
patches received by one of the embassies 
here from Havana yesterday confirmed 
the reports that the present colonial 
government of the island, established 
bv Spain shortly before the war broke 
out, is taking a hand in shaping the 
terms on which the evacuation shall be 
executed. * 
It appears that there is more or leis 
co-operation between the colonial gov­ 
ernment and the Spanish government. 
This creates a condition in which the 
United States must deal, not only with 
Spain, but with those who claim to rep­ 
resent the island itself, free from Span­ 
ish control. The colonial or autonomist 
administration is very thoroughly or­ 
ganized and can exert much influence. 
This makes two distinct Cuban classes: 
The autonomists, who are co-operating 
with Spain, and the insurgents, who are 
opposed to Spain. 
It now seems clear that the autono­ 
mist element is taking up the claim 
first advanced by Spain that many in 
cidental questions mnst be settled be­ 
fore die evacuation begins. The time 
and place of evacuation is looked upon 
by the authorities here as the only 
point involved, and there is likely to be 
a rude awakening if the pro-Spanish 
element, either as autonomists or 
native Spaniards, insists upon bringing 
in the determination of the Cuban debt, 
future fprms of government, tales of 
tariff for Spain and many other subjects 
as a j>reHminary to evacuation. The 
American commissioners, according to 
the understanding here will maist on 
a strict adherence to the protocol tor an 
immediate evacuation of the island, and 
if need >be will submit an ultimatum 
against taking up subsidiary questions 
on Cuba’s future. 
While the Cuban colonial government 
is thus believed to be combining with 
the Spanish government in bringing 
forward these incidental questions, yet 
the opinion was expressed yesterday by 
a high diplomatic officer, based on re­ 
cent advices from Havana, that a seri­ 
ous issue would be averted, aud tnat 
the actual evacuation of the Spanish 
troops from Cuba would begin within 
the next month.

first advanced by Spain that many in­ 
cidental questions must be settled be­ 
fore the evacuation begins. The time 
and place of evacuation is looked upon 
by the authorities here as the only 
point involved, and there ie likely to be 
a rude awakening if the pro-Spanish 
element, either as autonomists or as 
native Spaniards, insists upon bringing 
in the determination of the Cuban debt, 
future fQrms of government, rates of 
tariff for Spain and many other subjects 
as a preliminary to evacuation. The 
American commissioners, according to 
the understanding here will insist on 
a strict adherence to the protocol tor an 
immediate evacuation of the island, and 
if need * be will submit an ultimatum 
against taking up subsidiary questions 
on Cuba’s future. 
While the Cuban colonial government 
is thus believed to be combining with 
the Spanish government in bringing 
forward these incidental questions, yet 
the opinion was expressed yesterday by 
a high diplomatic officer, based on re­ 
cent advices from Havana, that a seri­ 
ous issue would be averted, and tnat 
the actual evacuation of the Spanish 
troops from Cuba would begin within 
the next month.

declaring a protectorate over it, his fol­ 
lowers woald lay down their arms; but 
until that time it would not be safe for 
him to do so. 
While all this is very plausible, it is 
the concensus of opinion among the 
English speaking merchants aud resi­ 
dents here that the rebels and especially 
Aguinaldo, are only holding out in 
order to be bought. 
The fact that one of Aguinaldo^ lieu­ 
tenants is authority for the statement 
that aa arrangement has been made 
with the Americans by the terms of 
which Aguinaldo is to be made gov­ 
ernor of a province and each of his 
officers to be given minor positions pro­ 
vided his troops lay down their arms 
would tend to show that this opinion 
has some basis, particularly when Gen­ 
eral Merritt, upon learning of this state­ 
ment, said emphatically that “no agree­ 
ment whatever has been made with 
Aguinaldo upon any subject.” 
The departure of Governor General 
Merritt and his staff for Paris today 
probably effectually disposes of further 
negotiations with the insurrectionists 
for the present, whatever inducements 
may have been held out to them se­ 
cretly, for it is hardly to be supposed 
that so delicate a duty would be dele­ 
gated by General M erritt to his deputy.

Great 
Improvement 
Has 
Been 
Wrought by General Wood. 
As the result of the general introduc­ 
tion in Santiago by General Wood, mil­ 
itary governor, of American methods of 
conducting municipal affairs this an­ 
cient and always unhealthy city pre­ 
sents a health record today which is 
quite extraordinary 
considering the 
conditions that existed there about a 
month ago. Under the present system 
Santiago is divided in five divisions, 
under five physicians, each division 
having inspectors of sewers, streets, 
houses and dispensaries, with IOO street 
cleaners. Five hundred cabio yards of 
refuse are burned daily, disinfectants 
are distributed wherever they are need­ 
ed, and a heavy fine is imposed for un­ 
cleanliness and failure to report un­ 
healthful conditions and death. 
Quick proofs of the benefit of the sys­ 
tem are furnished by the decrease in 
sickness among the poor. The daily 
death rate of 70 a month ago has fallen 
to 20. Farther evidence of the wisdom 
and thoroughness of the new sanitary 
arrangements is supplied by the lessen­ 
ing of sickness among the new troops. 
General Wood expects in the coarse of 
another month to make Santiago as 
healthful as the ordinary southern city 
in the United States.-—Louisville Con- 
rier-Journal.

set about to break it. The trust is to in­ 
clude, if formed, a combination of the 
leading sewer pipe manufacturers of 
Ohio, with headquarters probably at 
Akron, the center of the sewer pipe in­ 
dustry of the state.

An Ultimatum to Blanco May 
Be Necessary. 


W a s h in g t o n , Sept. 23.—Official dis­ 
patches received by one of the embassies 
here from Havana yesterday confirmed 
the reports that the present colonial 
government of the island, established 
bv Spain shortly before the war broke 
out, is taking a hand in shaping the 
terms on which the evacuation shall be 
executed. - 
It appears that there is more or less 
co-operation between the colonial gov­ 
ernment and the Spanish government. 
This creates a condition in which the 
United States must deal, not only with 
Spain, but with those who claim to rep­ 
resent the island itself, free from Span­ 
ish control. The colonial or autonomist 
administration is very thoroughly or­ 
ganized aud can exert much influence. 
This makes two distinct Cuban classes: 
The autonomists, who are co-operating 
with Spain, and the insurgents, who are 
opposed to Spain. 
It now seems clear that the autono­ 
mist element is taking up the claim 
first advanced by Spain that many in­ 
cidental questions must be settled be­ 
fore the evacuation begins. 
The time 
and place of evacuation is looked upon 
by the authorities here as the only 
point involved, and there is likely to be 
a rude awakening if the pro-Spanish 
element, either as autonomists or as 
native Spaniards, insists upon bringing 
in the determination of the Caban debt, 
future forms of government, rates of 
ta rift for Spain and many other subjects 
as a ^preliminary to evacuation.

While all this is very plausible, it is 
the concensus of opinion among the 
English speaking merchants aud resi­ 
dents here that the rebels and especially 
Aguinaldo, are only holding out in 
order to be bought. 
The fact tnat one of Aguinaldo^ lieu­ 
tenants is authority for the statement 
that an arrangement has been made 
with the Americans by the terms of 
which Aguinaldo is to be made gov­ 
ernor of a province and each of his 
officers to be given minor positions pro­

Five hundred cubic yards of 
refuse are burned daily, disinfectants 
are distributed wherever they are need­ 
ed, aud a heavy fine is imposed for un­ 
cleanliness and failure to report un­ 
healthful conditions and death. 
Quick proofs of the benefit of the sys­ 
tem are famished by the decrease in 
sickness among tho poor. 
The daily 
death rate of 70 a month ago has fallen 
to 20. Further evidence of the wisdom 
and thoroughness of the new sanitary 
arrangements is supplied by the lessen- 
lug of sickness among the new troopa 
General Wood expects in the course of 
another month to make Santiago as 
healthful as the ordinary southern city 
rn the United States.—Louisville Cou­ 
rier-Journal.

She became ill last Monday, and has 
since complained of being worse, but 
yesterday she was in such condition as 
to cause alarm. 
This morning she 
arose at her usual time, and said she was 
much improved. She sat down in her 
chair, and the servant began to look af­ 
ter the housework. 
Having occasion a 
i-hort time afterward to enter the room 
-he found Mrs. Morrow dead in the 
chair. The police were at once notified, 
and they soon found William Morrow, 
who telegraphed his sister in Pittsburg. 
She will be here this afternoon when 
arrangements for the funeral will be 
made. 
Mrs. Morrow was a * resident of this 
city for 25 years, and was 68 years of 
age. 
She was well known in the city.

SEW ER PIPE TRUST. 


A ttorney Genera! M onnett W ill Not A llow 
Its Form ation. 
A special from Columbus this morn­ 
ing says: 
“Attorney 
General 
Monnett 
has 
caught an inkling of a proposed pipe 
trust to be formed in the state, and has 
set abont to break it. The trust is to in­ 
clude, if formed, a combination of the 
leading sewer pipe manufacturers of 
Ohio, with headquarters probably at 
Akron, the center of the sewer pipe in­ 
dustry of the state. 
“It will be the most gigantic affair of 
the kind in the country, and have a 
practical monopoly on the sewer pipe 
output. 
Plans were well nuder way 
when the discovery of the proposed 
trust was made. 
“The attorney general has written to 
those chiefly interested in the formation 
of the trust, and if he finds his informa­ 
tion correct will immediately take ac­ 
tion to prevent its consummation.”

Thus one couple in the course of i 
three years could raise a population of I 
several hundred thousand if not re­ 
strained by any destructive measures.— I

The road when it is 
completed, and it is almost a settled 
fact that it will be by spring, will make 
a loop. The road is built from the Pan­ 
handle main line to a point opposite 
Wellsville, and Mr McConnell is now 
surveying a line that will tie up again 
at Nimic, a small station on the Pan­ 
handle road this side of West End, 
Pittsburg. This will be practically a 
loop and will run in opposition to the 
Lake Erie road from Monaca to a point 
a short distance above McKee’s Rocks 
station on that road.
